The livestock layout can be improved. Perhaps the individual 
hoghousesecan be moved and self-feeders made. Fencing might 
be ‘possible if the frost goes out of the ground early. 

One labor-saver is to keep the livestock off the fields in the 
spring when the frost is going out of the greund. It takes twice 
the work to make a seed-bed on most soils if the ground is 
tramped when wet. . 

Being ready on that first sunshiny spring day also means 
having the seed ready for sowing. If it’s on the place, an® 
cleaned and treated, a lot of time may be saved. 





Another thing that can be done now is to plan next 
year’s work carefully. Make a big map of the farm and 
mark out the fields and indicate the crop for each. 





Then the operations for each field couid be gone over in 
detail, with the idea of eliminating unnecessary operations or 
lost motion. 

In regions where it is not already being dcne, there are labor 
saving possibilities in broadcasting oats instead of drilling 
them. They can be got in sooner, as well as with less labor. 

If something has to be left out in preparing the seed-bed, 

7 shouldn’t it be some of the harrowing, raking, burning and 
§ | disking ahead of the plow? 
‘ Experiments have thrown doubt on the value of this work 
ahead of the plow. A little more work just ahead of the planter 
might be a profitable exchange. 


While going over the operations for next year, it 
might be well to remember that cultivating doesn’t help 
the corn unless it hurts the weeds.

long series of experiments prove this point, and many 
farmers have written Wallaces’ Farmer and iowa Homestead 
recently, saying that their best corn was grown with one or 
two cultivations. 
Drilling or listing corn may save one or two cultivations in 
some parts of the corn belt. Contouring may make this practice 
possible on some farms. 


Cultivating beans may be saved by arranging fields 
so the beans can be on clean land. In that case, the beans 
may be drilled instead #f being planted in rows. 





Finally, farmers can cooperate even more with the neigh- 
bors, to insure the full use of all labor and equipment. If a man 
has more land than he can handle, rent the extra 40 or 80 to a 
neighbor who is better fixed for labor. 

Plan the work, get ahead of it, and stay there if possible!

Have You Figured 
ncome lax? 


Most Farmers Must Make a Federal Income 
Tax Report This Year — Get Busy at Once 


Spon in the federal income 
tax law were made by congress 
so late in 1942 that the treasury de- 
partment had qa job on its hands to 
get the newly revised report forms 
printed and distributed. 

However, it is likely that by this 
time every one who made a report 
last year will have received a 1942 
report by mail. If you didn’t, or if 
you are one of the thousands who 
will have to make a federal income 
tax report for the first time this year, 
we suggest immediate action on your 
part. 


Every person who is single 
and had a gross 1942 income of 
$500 or more, and every married 
person with a gross income of 
$1,200 or more will be required to 
make a federal income tax report 
regardless of whether any tax 
has to be paid. 


Most banks and postoffices will 
probably have income tax blanks for 
distribution, but if you can’t secure 
one locally, write to the Collector of 
Internal Revenue and ask for Forms 
1040 and 1040-F. 

Form 1040-F is a special blank de- 
signed particularly for the use of 
farmers. This blank should be com- 
pleted first to show the profit or loss 
from your farming operations, which 
is then written in on Form 1040. 

Farmers have the option of report- 
ing income on either a cash or ac- 
crual basis, but once having adopted 
one of the methods, it is necessary 
to get special permission from the 
Collector of Internal Revenue to 
change the method of reporting. 


In order to report on the ac- 
crual basis, it is necessary to 
have an accurate inventory of 
crops, livestock and equipment 
as of the first and last days of 
1942. 


In using this system of reporting, 
your inventory at the end of the year 
is added to your total sales during 
the year. Then you deduct the farm 
expenses for the year and the inven- 
tory at the first of the year, to get 
the net profit. 

There’s a division of opinion as to 
which is the better method of report- 
ing—cash or accrual. 

Reporting just the cash received 
and paid out is, of course, the easi- 
est, but the farmer who happens to 
carry over a crop from one year to 
the next, or who sells out during the 
year, pays an extra heavy tax in the 
one year in which he cashes in on 
his crops and livestock. 

The tax is figured on a graduated 
scale. The higher the income, the 
greater the percentage of tax. This 
makes it tough for the fellow report- 
ing on the cash basis who gets the 
income from two years of operations 
all in one year. 

The accrual, or inventory; basis 
more truly reflects the income for 
the year. But the farmer who didn’t 
get an inventory at the first of 1942 
won’t be in a position to use the 
accrual method. You have to make 
up your mind on this question a year 
in advance and take your inventory 
at the beginning of the calendar 
year. 

Among the more troublesome prob- 
lems for the farmer who is making 
an income tax report for the first 
time are the questions of what may 
be considered deductible expense 
and what a reasonable allowance 
may be for depreciation. 

The deductible expense problem 





can best be solved if you keep jp 
mind that farming is considered a 
business and you are permitted to de. 
duct all your business expense put 
not your ordinary living expense, 

For instance, the cost of seed, feeq 
purchased, machine hire, cash rent, 
veterinary charges, hired labor and 
such items are a part of your cost of 
farming. 

Your automobile expense might or 
might not be entirely a business ex. 
pense. More likely it is partly busi- 
ness and partly personal expense, 
In that event, the share of the cost 
of operating your car which repre 
sents the percentage of time it is 
driven in order to conduct your farm- 
ing business properly is deductible, 
Other uses of the car, such as going 
to church or taking the children to 
school, are purely personal. 

Losses by fire or storm, for which 
you are not compensated by insur. 
ance, are deductible. Dues in farm 
organizations, insurance on farm 
property and subscriptions to farm 
publications are other examples of 
farm business expense. 

Taxes (not including special as- 
sessments for improvements which 
increase the value of your property),

In lowa, Minnesota, Kansas and 
Missouri, there is also a STATE in- 
come tax. 


Payment of the federal income tax, 
about which this article is written, 
does not relieve you of the necessity 
of paying the state tax also if your 
income is sufficiently large. 








interest paid on indebtedness, most 
of repairs and maintenance of farm 
machinery, tractor oil and fuel, are 
deductible as farm expense. 

The government does not attempt 
to fix specific rules for figuring de 
preciation other than to require that 
the rate of depreciation be in line 
with the anticipated useful life of the 
equipment or buildings on which the 
depreciation is figured. A reasonable 
deduction for depreciation is very 
definitely an allowable deduction. 


Depreciation percentages com- 
monly used are: Brick buildings, 
2 per cent; frame buildings, 4 to 
10; woven wire fence, 6 to 7; 
windmills, 5; concrete silos, 2; 
metal silos, 4; wooden silos, 5; 
tractors, 10 to 15; other farm 
machinery, 6 to 10 per cent. 


Depreciation on work animals oF 
breeding stock may also be deduct 
ed at the rate of 10 to 15 per cent, 
according to the expected useful life 
of the livestock. 

No depreciation on your own home 
may be deducted, as that is consid- 
ered part of your personal living e* 
penses which are not deductible i2 
any way. You may deduct deprecia 
tion on a separate house furnished 
for hired help, however. 

Owing to the fact that congré As 
again considering changes in the 1 
come tax law with a view to the 
possibility of putting the tax on 4 
“pay as you go” basis, some folks 
have the impression that filing 4 
1942 report may be unnecessary: 
This isn’t true, and every one will 
be required to make his report amd 
pay the first quarter of 1942 taxes 
not later than March 15.

Puts Kinks in 


Southeastern Iowa Feeders Use Hundreds 


Of Cars of Wheat and Want More of It 


\ ORE than a million bushels of 
4¥4 wheat has been fed to livestock, 
mostly hogs, in six southeastern Iowa 
counties, and feeders there are yell- 
ing for more. 

How do they feed the wheat to 
hogs? Almost every way, except in 
the form of dry whole kernels. Grind- 
ing is the usual practice, but it may 
be coarse or fine, and the ground 
wheat may be fed wet or dry, mixed 
with other feeds iu a self-feeder, or 
by itself in a trough. 

Wilbur Allender, Henry county 
feeder, makes a slop of the ground 
wheat and feeds it in a trough inside 
a small building. Buttermilk feed 
is added to the wheat, whieh he 
thinks should be ground very fine. 


Allender has been raising 250 
to 300 hogs per year, but will 
keep 75 brood sows for next 
year. He has fed 3,000 bushels of 
wheat, and has another car or- 
dered. 


This Henry county feeder thinks 
100 pounds of wheat are worth 105 
Pounds of corn for feeding. The dif- 
ference in value, along with the price 
differential of about 10 cents a bush- 
ei in favor of wheat, makes it a prof: 
itable substitute for a part of the 
corn in the grain ration. 

Calves on the Allender farm are 
also being fed wheat with apparently 
£00d results. 

A Washington county feeder, Vin- 
cent Marek, mixes the wheat and 
Protein feed as he grinds the wheat, 
and feeds them dry. The corn is fed 
Separately. Marek spring, 
summer and fall pigs. 

One bunch of hogs has just been 
Scld from the Marek farm, weighing 
302 pounds each, and the summer 
Digs are now fattening on a big ce- 
ment floor in the same yard, and are 
obviously doing well on the wheat, 
corn and protein rations. 


raises 


Frank Everett, Mahaska coun- 
ty, has still another method. He 
grinds wheat, oats and corn, mix- 
es protein feed with the grains, 
and uses a self-feeder. 


A good record was made by Ever- 
ett in 1942 with this feed. Five sows 
Weaned 39 pigs, which weighed 256 
Pounds on the average at 178 days, 
for an average gain from birth to 
Market of 1.4 pounds per day. 

Wheat makes about half the grain 
tation on the John De Witt farm in 


Marion county. De Witt keeps 100 
brood sows and raises summer pigs 
exclusively in a timber pasture. 

The wheat is ground moderately 
fine and fed in self-feeders. Ear corn 
is used for the other half of the grain 
ration. The wheat in the ration saves 
part of the protein feed, De Witt said. 
He has fed 1,500 bushels of wheat 
and has ordered more. 


“Hogs seem to think they are 
being cheated when there is no 
wheat in the feed,” said Earl E. 
Rouse, chairman of the Monroe 
county AAA committee. 


Rouse both grinds and soaks the 
wheat for hogs. He reports that a 
few farmers have tried soaking the 
wheat without grinding, but that 
method has proved unsatisfactory to 
most farmers. 

Wheat put kinks in the tails of the 
pigs on the Alfred Keith farm, in 
Henry county, under a good test. 
Keith separated the “tail-enders” 
from his fall pigs and put them in 
another yard, where they were fed 
wheat and corn ground together and 
placed in self-feeders. The pigs show 
signs of catching up with the ones 
that got started ahead of them. 

To save labor, Keith expects to 
grind only the wheat as the spring 
work comes on. It will be fed in the 
feeders and whole corn given sepa- 
rately. He also is planning on add- 
ing wheat to the feed for his fatten- 
ing cattle. 


The six farmers above illus- 
trate most of the methods used in 
feeding wheat. Some grind it 
coarse and some grind it fine. 
They feed it wet and dry, mixed 
with other feeds, and by itself. 
And they have been successful 
with these varying practices. 


While they disagree on these minor 
points, they are in agreement on 
some things with regard to feeding 
wheat to hogs. Wheat should never 
be fed whole and dry; it should not 
form more than one-third or one-half 
of the grain ration, and it reduces 
the quantity of protein feed required 
but does not eliminate the necessity 
for balancers in the ration. 

And there is still the necessity for 
enough minerals to supply the body 
needs; and housing, sanitation, watch- 
fulness about disease are as neces- 
sary as ever. Wheat gives a stimu-

lating variety to the ration, but does 
not give all the answers to the hog 
raiser’s problems. 

It is plain, by the amount sold thru 
the county AAA committees and the 
orders still coming in, that the feed- 
ers in these southeastern Iowa hog- 
raising counties like wheat for feed. 

Marion county feeders have pur- 
chased 58 cars of wheat thru the AAA 
committee, and there are 30 more 
ears ordered. Howard H. Hooper, 
AAA chairman, said they hoped to 
store 25 cars for the summer demand. 
Mahaska county has fed 100 cars and 
has 34 more ordered. 


The Washington county AAA 
handled 103 cars and 20 truck- 
loads, according to W. L. Gates, 
committee member. Gates esti- 
mated that 55 cars had gone di- 
rect to feeders. 


Henry county feeders got 300.000 
bushels of wheat thru the AAA coun- 
ty committee, Max L. Kauffman, vice- 
chairman, reported. Ernest E. Dick- 
ey, Wapello county AAA chairman, 
reported 50 cars of wheat distributed 
to feeders in that county. 

Monroe county feeders have taken 
60 cars of wheat thru the AAA com- 
mittee and nine more are ordered. 
Feeders of Monroe county have filed 
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requests with the AAA committee for 
7,762 bushels of wheat which are yet 
unfilled. 

While feeders in these counties 
have used more than q million bush- 
els of wheat thru the AAA commit- 
tees, and many more carloads have 
been ordered and sent direct to in- 
dividuals, they have also depleted 
the corn reserves of the counties. 

In Washington county there are 
only 50,000 bushels left of the gov- 
ernment corn in steel bins, as com- 
pared with 600,000 bushels one year 
ago. In Wapello county, the steel 
bin corn has been gone for months, 
and in the four other counties little 
or none is now available for purchase 
by feeders. 


Naturally, feeders in these big 
hog and cattle feeding counties 
are concerned about the feed sit- 
uation next year. Despite the big 
1942 corn crop, the corn reserves 
and the feed wheat which has 
been available, corn is now cost- 
ing over 90 cents in the feed- 
yards. 


There is one big question in the 
minds of many feeders: What would 
happen if no more feed wheat were 
authorized by congress to be sold 
next year, and we should have a 
much smaller corn crop than in 1942? 

This is made all the more serious 
by the fact that it is almost impos- 
sible to find a fafmer in this terri- 
tory who is not keeping more brood 
sows for 1943 than he had in 1942. 

In some places, the recent decision 
to sell farm or warehouse stored 
wheat to farmers at feed wheat 
prices may ease the situation, but in 
southeastern Iowa, wheat growing 
has declined recently, and in some 
counties there are less than a dozen 
wheat loans in force now. 

If wheat is to relieve the situation 
and make more pork next year, it 
must come from the western wheat 
sections under some arrangement 
strictly for feeding purposes. 





New Order on Corn 
Price Limit 


In the original order placing a ceil- 
ing on corn prices an exception was 
made in favor of sales of corn by one 
farmer to another. The ceiling price 
did not apply in such sales, 

A modification of the original or- 
der establishing the corn price ceil- 
ing has since been issued, providing 
that farmer-to-farmer sales are ex- 
empt only if the transactions amount 
to less than 400 bushels a month. 

Sales by any one farmer to another 
farmer or farmers, when totaling 


more than 400 bushels per month, 
are now governed by the corn price 
limitation the

to permit farmers to reclaim 
their sealed wheat at feed wheat prices for 
feeding to livestock. This will mean a great 
deal in the eastern corn belt, where corn prices 
are high and where livestock numbers are in- 
ereasing. 

We need more than this, however. The pres- 
ent plan does not provide for heavy shipments 
of feed wheat from the real surplus wheat ter- 
ritory in the west to deficit areas from Iowa 
east. Such a step demands that congress should 
approve the sale, at feed prices, of 300,000,000 
more bushels of wheat now in government 
hands. 

Hog, cattle, poultry and dairy farmers should 
ask their congressmen and their farm organi- 
zations to get busy on this. The unwanted 
surplus wheat which is clogging up storage 
space should be turned into fighting food— 
into pork, milk and eggs.

altho this is none too good—but farm labor. 
It takes plenty of manpower to do the chores 
for a lot of cows and pigs. 

This fact throws the spotlight on a new sec- 
tion of American agriculture, the little farmer 
—often on poor land—who is underemployed 
because he doesn’t have much crop land or 
much stock. The big farmer on good land is 
working to the limit. Neither he nor his farm 
can produce much more. But on millions of 
little farms, another cow and another sow 
could be added without any strain on man- 
power. 

The hope for full production in 1943, there- 
fore, turns largely on these smaller farms. 

But is there much real chance of getting 
these folks to produce more? Experience with 
60,000 FSA borrowers in five midwest states 
may give a clue. Altho these farmers repre- 
sent only 5% per cent of all the farmers in 


vides non-recourse loans for 
the production of war crops, even tho credit 
is ample in the crop field, and even tho sup- 
port prices, along with incentive payments, 
probably will insure adequate production any- 
way. 

It fails to provide non-recourse loans in the 
field of-tivestock production on smaller farms, 
even tho the risk is great that we won’t get 
the livestock production we need, and even 
tho the labor surplus on small farms makes 
it desirable that special efforts be made to 
get such farms into larger livestock produc- 
tion. 

The credit program should be_ revised 
immediately, and the emphasis should be 
placed where it belongs, on supervised non- 
recourse loans on livestock to farmers on the 
smaller acreages. 

Until this is done, the County War Boards, 
which have charge of making the loans, can 
make up in part for Washington’s mistake, by 
pushing loans on livestock to small farmers 
in preference to making crop loans which are 
requested by folks who already have plenty 
of credit.

in eggs, 7 per cent, of the beef increase, 
6 per cent of the increase in chickens 
and soybeans, and 51% per cent of the 
pork increase. 

Dr. H. E. Tolley, former AAA admin- 
istrator, in his new book, “The Farmer 
Citizen at War,” says that the under- 
employed small farmers of the coun- 
try in 1943 are capable—on the basis 
of the experience of the FSA—of pro- 
ducing 32 per cent of the needed in- 
crease in milk output, 79 per cent of 
the needed increase in eggs, and 39 
per cent of the needed increase in pork 
and lard. 

Supervised loans, on the FSA plan, 
can probably go a long way toward 
getting this increase in production. 
But the FSA isn’t big enough to do 
the whole job. Men from the exten- 
sion departments, farm organization 
workers, AAA committeemen, must all 
pitch in to help these smaller farm- 
ers secure more feed and more live- 
stock. 

Congress could help a lot, too, of 
course, by permitting liberal sales of 
feed wheat at corn prices. And these 
new RAC loans, controlled by County 
War Boards, should be aimed directly 
at this class of farmers.

than they are about the parity price 
per bushel or per hundredweight o!

On parity income, the 1942 record 
is good. Farmers’ income was 136 
per cent of parity, which means that 
I'd farmers got 36 per cent more than if 
the national income had been split up 
in the way it was in 1910-1914. 

Parity income is a useful yardstick 
for making comparisons. But is parity 
price—which reflects the relationship 
between products of the farm back 
in the days before the first World war 
—as useful? 

Dr. T. W. Schultz, of Iowa State 
College, says that it doesn’t work out 
well in war-time; that parity price 
checks the production of the things 
we need (such as hogs) and stimulates 
rl the production of the things we don’t 
an- need (such as cotton). He would pre 
fer to see prices shifted, regardless 
of parity, to stimulate the productio® 
of war goods and to discourage the 
production of goods we can get along 
without. 

This is something it will be 
for farmers to remember, as they hea! 
about the arguments’in congress ove?

FOOD FIGHTS 


Military and lend-lease needs 
together took between 12 and 13 
per cent of last year’s food pro- 
duction. . . . More than half of 
the food for these two uses went 
to our own forces. 


Of the lend-lease food, about 
three-fourths went to Britain or 
other parts of the Empire, and 
about one-fifth of it went to Rus- 
sia. By the end of the year, how- 
ever, the trend of shipments to 
Russia took a sharp turn upward. 


Practically all of the food we 
sent to Russia went directly to 
the Red army. Wherever it went 
along the long eastern front, it 
helped deal the heaviest blows 
that have yet staggered Hitler’s 
army. 


Iam proud to think that Amer- 
ican food helped break the siege 
of Leningrad, helped hold Stalin- 
grad, and helped crack the Nazi 
lines in the Caucasus.—Secretary 
Wickard. 











OOD ships, headed for Brit- 

ain, Russia or North Africa 
have rafts set around the deck at 
a 40-degree angle. They can be 
cut loose and slid into the water 
at a moment’s notice. The men 
go over the side. Torpedoes now 
are so damaging that a ship often 
goes down before lifeboats can 
be lowered. Rafts are the only 
chance of saving part of the 
crew. 


SOUTHERN Iowa farm, of-

FTER the war, will dairymen 

sell more cans of something 
called “dry milk solids,” than of 
the same thing labeled “dry skim- 
milk”? Some dairy people think 
so, are asking congress to order 
the Food and Drug office to 
change the label. 


ARMERS saved a lot of mon- 
ey thru OPA last year, says 
the OPA. The price office says 
that without price controls farm- 
ers would have paid a billion 
dollars more in 1942 for cost of 


living items and two billion more 
for operating and maintenance 
expenses. This estimate is based 
on a comparison with the trend 
of prices during the first World 
war. 


F PRICES had risen last year 

as they did in the first year of 
World War I, all consumers 
would have paid six billion dol- 
lars more for the same goods 
than they actually paid in 1942, 
And if present ceilings hold, con- 
sumers will save 17 billion dol- 
lars in 1943, compared with the 
price rise that might be expected 
under war conditions. But ceil- 
ings won’t hold. Both farm and 
labor blocs are hacking away at 
them.

Hog Houses 


‘NNE trouble which is encountered 
i on many of the rented farms 
§s that improvements aren’t adequate 
for the care of the livestock that 
ehould be carried. The landlord may 
not want to put up the money. In 
some cases, the tenant would if he 
were protected. 


To cover this situation, a sec- 
tion might be added to the lease 
to provide that the tenant may, 
with labor furnished by him, 
place certain listed improve- 
ments on the farm. 


The section should describe the 
improvements, estimate the cost or 
value of materials to be furnished 
by each party, estimate the value of 
jJabor to be contributed by the ten- 
ant, and then figure the remaining 
value of the tenant’s contribution if 
the lease should be terminated at 
certain years. 

For instance, if a $500 chicken 
house were to be put up, with the 
tenant contributing $100 in labor, 
$200 in materials, and the landlord 
$200 in materials, the contribution 
of the tenant would be $300. 

The valine of the improvement 
contribution which the tenant has 
made would be $300 at the end of 
the first year. If 5 per cent were 
allowed for depreciation, the value 
would be $285 at the end of the sec- 


ond year, and so on.

Yield Tests 
For Corn 


TRAINS of hybrid corn were test- 
ed out again by the Iowa State 
College to furnish farmers with a 
record of performance of the various 
strains now on the market and in 


prospect. 
The banner trophy was won by 
the Iowa Agricultural Experiment 


Association on Iowa Hybrid 4316. 
This was high in the northern sec- 
tion of the state. Another Iowa State 
College strain, Ohio Hybrid C92, was 
first in southern Iowa. 


First in the north-central sec- 
tion was lowa Hybrid 3553, en- 
tered by Roy Fanselow, of Dows. 
Clyde Black was first in the 
south-central section with U. S. 
Hybrid 13. 


The report of the yield test points 
out that results over a period of 
years “are more accurate in evaluat- 
ing the performance of a hybrid than 
only one year’s record.” 

The four-year record shows, in the 
northern section, that Pioneer 322 
has a four-year average yield of 70.04 
bushels, and is at the top of the list. 
Funk Hybrid G-114 is in second po- 
sition. 


The four-year average, in the 
north-central section, puts Funk 
Hybrid G-37 in first place, with 
Pioneer 307 second. In the south- 
ern section, Null N-42 is first and 
Null N-62 second. In the south- 
central, Funk Hybrid G-169 is in 
first place and Pioneer 307 sec- 
ond. 

The report points out that minor 
variations in yield don’t show much 
about the standing of the various 
strains, and notes that in the north- 
ern section, in 1942, the top 11 are 
within 5.11 bushels of each other. 
Since 5.11 bushels is in this case the 
probable experimental error, this 
means really that all 11 were practi- 
cally tied for first place. 

Thus, altho the Iowa State College 
entry won first—and the banner tro- 
phy—with a yield of 75.81, Funk Hy- 
brid G-29, Pioneer 330, 353 and 341, 
Allee Hybrid 194, Smitz Hybrid 
410, Mellowdent 90, McNeilly’s 1942, 
Beeghly’s Iowa Hybrid 939, and Mul- 
lins J25 were on the same level. 

The test showed the customary 
wide differences in yield between the 
highest and lowest yielding hybrids 
in the same section. In the north- 
central section, there was a spread of 
27 bushels between the yield of the 
best hybrid and the worst. 

As usual, the report of the 1942 
corn yield test, Bulletin P-51, is a 
mine of information for corn growers.

Some lengths of old black pipe 
can be converted into a set of 
horse eveners. Use a 2% or 3- 
inch steam boiler flue for the 
main evener.

Ham- 
mer the pipe pieces nearly flat 
for strength. If necessary, the 
single-tree hooks may be made 
from pieces of iron rod, properly

Canning for Thrift 


FILL YOUR JARS NOW FOR FUTURE USE 


HIS is the time of year when the 

empty jars have accumulated on 
the store-room shelves, and it is a 
good time to put something into 
them that will make meals easier to 
serve later on when there is so much 
to be done—housecleaning and gar- 
dening, along with chickens and 
spring sewing. I do a little today, 
some more next week, and on thru 
the winter and early spring. 

We think that home-canned baked 
beans can’t be beat. I bake a huge 
crockful, take out what we want for 
supper, put the rest in jars, and then 
process while we are eating and do- 
ing up the supper work. Here is my 
recipe: 


Baked Beans 


1 quart of dried beans 

14 pound of salt pork 

2 teaspoons of salt 

1%4 tablespoons of brown sugar 
4, cup of molasses 

1% teaspoon of dry mustard 

2 small bay leaves 

Boiling water 


Soak cleaned beans overnight. In 
the morning, drain, cover with fresh 
water, and simmer until the skins 
break. Turn into a bean pot or large 
crock, add salt, sugar, molasses and 
mustard. Score the pork and nestle 
down into the beans until covered. 
Tuck bay leaves deep into the beans 
and cover with boiling water. Bake 
six or seven hours. Remove pork 
and discard bay leaves. 

Fill clean jars half full of beans, 
add part of the pork and fill the jar 
with beans to within one and one- 
half inches of the top. If there is 
not enough liquid to cover the beans, 
add boiling water. Adjust caps on 
jars and process 90 minutes at 10 
pounds pressure, or three and one 
half hours in hot water bath. 


Bean Soup 
1 quart of navy beans 
2 quarts of water 
4 teaspoons of salt 
2 cups of chopped smoked ham 
\% teaspoon of pepper 
% cup of chopped onion 
2 bay leaves 


Soak cleaned beans overnight. In 
the morning, drain and add boiling 
water and other ingredients, and let 
simmer until beans are cooked. Re- 
move bay leaves and fill clean jars, 
adjust caps and process 90 minutes 
at 10 pounds pressure or three hours 
in hot water bath. 


Canned Hominy 


If you haven't eaten canned hon: 
iny made at home from yellow corn, 
you’ve missed something good. Fol- 
low any standard recipe for making 
hominy to the point where the hulls 
have been removed, the corn thoroly 
washed and ready for cooking. Add 
hot water to the hominy and bring 
to the boiling point. Pack into clean 
jars, add one teaspoon of salt to each 
quart, fill with hot water, seal and 
process 90 minutes at 10 pounds pres 
sure or three hours in hot water bath. 

There are all kinds of meat and 
vegetable combinations which can be 
put into jars at butchering time and 
used weeks or months later. Beef 
gumbo is one of our favorites. It is 
a very thick soup—really a stew. 
When it is ready to use, it may be 
served with boiled rice, macaroni or 
hominy. For soup it may be thinned 
with beef broth or tomato juice. Do 
you want to try some?

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Washing in Cold Weather 

















HORT, dark days of winter, rain 
S or snow, fog o1 freezing, all add 
to the problems of family washing. 
The weather affects the washing it- 
self as well as the drying and iron- 
ing—makes it difficult to keep white 
fabrics white, to avoid strain to the 


clothes on the line. 

First, plan on as much hot water 
as you can manage. Hot water helps 
soap to do its most efficient cleans- 
ing. In winter, when everything from 
the atmosphere to the washtub is 
very cold, extra hot water is neces- 
sary to offset the chill. 


So, whether the water is heat- 
ed on the stove or in the most 
modern electric tank, washing in 
cold weather calls for more fuel 
than at other seasons of the year. 


Careful soaking before washing 
will save hot water as well as energy 
and wear on clothes. If soaking 
clothes overnight is most convenient 
in these busy times, by all means do 
it that way. It-is better, however, to 
soak clothes only a short time to 
loosen dirt—15 minutes will do. 

Soak very dirty clothes separately 
from slightly soiled ones, and white 
clothes should be kept separate from 
any that have color in soaking. Cover 
a batch to be soaked with lukewarm 
water or water straight from the 
tap, but never with hot water. Use 
soap in the water if you like—some- 
times it helps to rub soap into the 
most soiled spots before soaking. 


White clothes often take on a 
dingy look in winter for lack of 
that good bleach, sunshine. Home 
economists suggest that a thoro 
rinsing in hot water to remove 
the soap will help keep clothes 
white. 


Soap and washing powder left in 
the fabric can discolor it. A little 
boiling may help whiten clothes; too 


much turns them yellow. If clothes 
are to be boiled, wring them out of 
the wash-water, place them in fresh, 
hot, soapy water, and boil no longer 
than 10 minutes. 

Two or three tablespoons of kero- 
sene or turpentine in the boilerful of 
water helps to whiten very dirty 
clothes. But rinse more thoroly af- 
terward, to remove the odor. Juice 
of a lemon also helps whiten during 
the boiling. Bluing is an old standby 
for making clothes look white, but 
see that all soap and washing pow- 
der are out of the clothes before they 
go into bluing water. 

If clothes must dry indoors, choose 
aroom with good ventilation. I? dried 
n the kitchen, laundry or cellar, open 
windows on two sides of the room, 
and at the top as well as the bottom, 
so the steamy air can go out the top 
while the cool air enters from the 
bottom. 


tn northern states, clothes that 
hang outdoors in winter often 
“freeze dry,” as housewives put 
it. Evaporation can take place 
from a frozen surface, so the 
clothes do freeze stiff, yet be- 
come dry. 


This freezing may be hard on the 
clothes. A strong winter wind beat- 
ing at the stiff clothes can tear and 
break the fabric. So can a careless 
hand pulling clothes roughly from 
the line and packing them down into 
the clothes basket. Clothes often 
freeze on the line and stick. When 
chat happens, remove them with care. 

Im sprinkling clothes for ironing, 


use warm water, because it pene- 
trates a cold fabric more quickly 
and evenly than cold water. To get 


clothes ready for ironing in a hurry, 
sprinkle and roll tightly in a clean 
cloth, then place the roll on a warm 
radiator or in the warming oven of 
the stove.

If the chicken meat is canned with 
only enough broth to cover it, and 
he extra broth canned in small jars, 
the two can be mixed for any com- 
bination from soup to “Hen and 
Spaghetti.”

Drain spaghetti, put in 
a flat baking dish, pour in chicken 
mixture and stir only enough to mix 
well. Prepare buttered crumbs with 
chicken fat if you have it, and pour 
over chicken and spaghetti.

2 pounds of beef (stew pieces) 
2 cups of diced carrots 
2 cups of diced potatoes

ye D. C.— 
A battle royal over 
farm prices appears to be 
shaping up in congress. 

The issues are the Pace 
pill, directing that farm la- 
por costs be used in deter- 
mining farm parity prices 
and Secretary Wickard’s 
incentive payment program. 

Lining up on one side for 
the Pace bill are four ma- 
jor farm organizations and 
powerful members of con- 
gress—Democrats and Republicans. 
The farm organizations are the Farm 
3ureau Federation, National Grange, 
National Cooperative Council and 
National Cooperative Milk Producers 
Federation, 

On the other side is the Roosevelt 
administration and a newly-formed 
coalition of the National Farmers 
Union, the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations. 

The administration served notice 
in a speech by Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Director Byrnes that it would 
oppose any move to raise farm prices

above present levels. The 
Byrnes speech was _ inter- 
preted as a warning that 
the Pace bill would be ve- 
toed by President Roose- 
velt if passed by congress. 





Those favoring the Pace 
bill are for the most part 
opposing the incentive pay- 
ment program. Inasmuch 
as congress must appropri- 
ate funds, the fate of the 
incentive payment program 
may not be known for many weeks. 
Congress seldom gets around to the 
agriculture department appropriation 
bill until April or May. It is quite 
possible that farmers may have to go 
ahead with their planting operations 
without having any clear-cut idea of 
just how much they will get out of 
various crops. 





Roosevelt’s order establishing a 
48-hour industrial week was designed 
to start a new “back-to-the-farm” 
movement to help fill agriculture’s 
manpower shortage. Skilled agricul- 
tural workers now filling industrial 
jobs will be asked to return to farms, 
even if it means less compensation. 
The government has indicated that 
it will ask local draft boards to re- 
classify those who refuse to go back. 





Inside talk of acute food shortages 
is reviving the argument of whether 
the government should not abandon 
efforts to supply civilians with ani- 
mal proteins — that is, pork, beef, 
poultry, eggs and dairy products. 

Some government leaders contend 
that Wickard should cut down on 
livestock, milk and poultry produc- 
tion and convert labor saved thereby 
to producing more soybeans, dry 
beans, peas and cereal crops. They 
argue that a much larger supply of 
food could be obtained by doing this. 

“We must forget about vitamins 
and adopt a policy and program that 
would give us the largest possible 
supply of calories,’ contends a high- 
placed official who asked that his 
name not be used. 





Wrapped up in the food picture is 
a quéstion of whether the govern- 
ment should continue its present pol- 
icy of selling wheat as livestock feed. 
Wheat is being sold at prices equiv- 
alent to 85 per cent of the parity 
price of corn. 


In recent weeks, feed wheat 
prices have been from 5 to 10 
cents a bushel below local corn 
belt market prices of corn. As a 
consequence, wheat is being pur- 
chased at the rate of more than 
7,000,000 bushels a week. 


Congress has limited sales of 
wheat for feed at the low rates to 
125,000,000 bushels during the fiscal 
year ending June 30. More than 80,- 
000,000 bushels had been sold by the 
end of the first week in February. 
At present rate of sale, the supply 
available within the limits set by 
congress will be exhausted in March. 

Wickard and his aides are debat- 
ing whether they should ask con- 
gress to authorize additional sales. 
In this connection, an official of a 
large New York state farm coopera- 
tive is reliably reported to be warn- 
ing Wickard that he should salt sale 
of wheat for feed. 

“The time will come,” the coopera- 
tive leader said, “when the people 
will condemn this squandering of 
their supply of bread grain.”

Nothing New About Hens 


To the Editor: When I think of 
what to say about our farm flock, I 
often feel that there is nothing new 
to say about hens. Most farm women 
have known all the possible angles 
of chicken raising, including setting 
hens and incubators and making 
coops and fixing brooder houses so 
the cold wind can not enter, and 
assembling the.brooder stove, which 
may be in various places because 
there isn’t any very good place to 
keep it. Part of it is in the attic, the 
tank in the smoke-house, the delicate 
parts (thermostat, ete.) under the 
drawer in the living-room cupboard. 

Yet most farm wives have some 
phase of managing the farm flock 
that interests them. One lady I know 
is always watching for signs of coc- 
cidiosis, and she keeps an observant 
eye on the health of her flock. She 
thinks coccidiosis is at the root of 
most diseases of chickens. Some 
women are especially interested in 
methods of feeding, and so on. 


When I think of all the experts 
on farms similar to our own, is 
it any wonder that I feel that my 
Own experience with chickens is 
quite inadequate? The ink chokes 
up in my pen, and a partial pa- 
ralysis clutches my hand. 


A letter from a woman in Minne- 
sota urges me to give the lame hens 
the benefit of the doubt before kill- 
ing them. I have always tried to be 
sure I knew what was their trouble 
before I disposed of them. 

Sometimes I am too slow about 
taking the lame ones away from the 
others. Ailing hens should not be 
with the well ones. 

This lady said that a fowl sudden- 
ly going lame doesn’t always have 
range paralysis. Sometimes it is 
worms that cause the lameness. She 
said she had cured numerous cases 
of sudden lameness by dosing with 
worm medicine. 


Our hens have been showing 
us how much they like this sun- 
shine by laying more eggs. We 
get seven dozen or a few less 
each day now. 


The price is 31 cents now, which 
is low enough considering the pres- 
ent price of feed. So far, we have 
had no difficulty getting concentrate 
for the hens. It is the same good 
feed, too. 

I think the White Rock hens are 
going to be all right. I am amazed at 
the size of some of them. Their eggs 
are nice, too. They have been drink- 
ing buckets of water lately.—Sarah 
Jane, Warren County, Iowa.

To Keep "Em Laying 
In Cold Spells 

Cold-weather slumps in‘egg pro- 
duction are caused by the tendency 
of the hens to drink less water, and 
to eat grain instead of mash. 

Eggs are 65 per cent water, and 
heavy production can not be main- 
tained unless water is provided that 
has the chill taken from it. Hens 
don’t like water that is colder than 
5h to 60 degrees. Unless the poultry 
house is unusually good or insulated, 
this means that some kind of heated 
fountain will be necessary 

To keep the hens from eating grain 
mash, a crumbly 





as a substitute for 


wet mash can be fed once a day. 
The mash may be moistened with 
warm water or skim-milk and as 


much prepared as will be consumed 
in 10 or 15 minutes. 

Fo be sure that the amount of 
mash eaten is increased, this wet 
mash should not be fed until after 
the hens have filled up on the dry 
mash in the morning. Therefore, feed 
the wet mash at noon. 

When the cold spells are over— 
some time in March—the wet mash 
feeding should be gradually stopped.

A survey by Wallaces’ Farmer and 


Iowa Homestead indicates that this 
goal is likely to be met, but not sur- 
passed. The estimate of increase of 


all chickens raised over 1942 is 15 
per cent. But this includes cockerels 
as well as pullets. The pullet figure 
alone will probably not beat 8 per 
cent very far. 





Small flocks will make the big 
contribution to this increase. In 
southern lowa, where the biggest 
gains are in sight, folks who 
raised 250 chickens last year are 
likely to raise 300 this year. 


There is little difference in the 
rate of increase on large and small 
farms. Farms under 100 acres plan 
to increase by 17 per cent, and farms 
of 100 acres and over plan to increase 
by 15 per cent. 

A few big farmers are going out 
of chickens entirely. One man, farm- 


ing 400 acres in Plymouth county, 
said: “I won’t have time to monkey 
with chickens, and my wife, with 


three little youngsters, can’t look af- 
ter them. There isn’t much profit in 
raising chickens, anyway.” 


Enough. big operators have 
wives with time and energy to 
look after chickens, so that the 
average big-farm record is al- 
most as good as that of the small 
farms. There is little difference 
in size of flocks on big or little 
farms. 


Sectionally, the differences are im- 
portant. Northeastern Iowa will make 
the least change. Southern Iowa will 
make the most, In some parts of 
northwestern Iowa, there will be de- 
cided gains.

The main problem in raising more 
chickens is not labor—the women 
and children say they'll supply that— 
but housing. Many have found win- 
ter laying houses too full for best 
records this winter. If many more 
hen houses are built or bought, the 
15 per cent figure might prove to be 
too low. 

Some talk of raising more chickens, 
but selling more for meat this sum- 
mer and keeping only a moderate in- 
crease in pullet numbers next fall.

Tax in Half 


Legislature Blocks Farin Move to Use Change 
In Tax to Reduce Property Levy, Help Schools 


EGISLATURES can reduce taxes, 

4 Iowa's legislature did. It waived 

payment of $3,500,000 tax on incomes 
for 200,000 persons for 1943-1944. 

The bill provides for forgiving half 

the income tax to every individual 

subject to tax. The 50 per cent reduc- 


tion was determined after the state 
tax commission and state comptrol- 
ler said the income tax revenue for 


two years was sound. 


The act goes into immediate 
effect, so it will apply to pay- 
ments due next month. Thus, 
when one who might owe $50 
pays $25—or half of it—his tax 
is paid in full. It affects 46,596 
farmers, who paid $1,391,117 in 
income tax in 1942. 


Every one will compute his tax in 
the usual way and then take advan- 
tage of the reduction. Persons who 
have paid the full tax without wait- 
ing for the legislature to act will re 
ceive a refund of half the tax paid. 

While the house was passing the 
senate bill, the senate income tax 
reduction committee recommended 
passage of another bill to give the 
same allowance for unusual medical 
expenses—all over 5 per cent of net 
income—made for the first time this 
year by the federal government. 

Chief battle in the legislature was 
not fought over reducing the income 
tax, but over an amendment backed 
by the Iowa Farm Bureau Federation 
to capture ‘part of the remitted tax 
for state school equalization. 


When this was ruled out on a 
point of order, supporters of the 
amendment went ahead to try to 
keep part of the refund in the 
special fund to which sales and 
income tax payments go. 


This amendment, offered in the 
senate by Senator J. Kendall Lynes, 
of Bremer county, and in the house 
by Representative W. P. Knowlton, 
of Winneshiek, defeated in the 
senate by vote of 22 to 25. The house 
rejected it by vote of 40 to 66. 

The amendment proposed giving to 
each income tax-payer a certificate 
for the half of the tax waived and 
permitting him to use the certificate 
at the county treasurer’s office in 
payment on his property tax, real or 
personal. 

An income tax-payer who had no 
real or personal property tax to pay 
would have received no reduction. 
One who had to use all his credit 
would have received only part of the 
reduction. His tax money would 
have remained in the special tax 
fund from which homestead tax cred- 
its and old age assistance are paid.

It was the plan of Lynes and 
Knowlton, if their amendment had 
been adopted, to introduce a sepa- 


rate bill taking out of the special 
tax fund whatever refund could not 
be claimed, and placing it in a state 
school cost equalization fund. 





Senator Lynes is a member of the 
Iowa school code commission, named 
two years ago, to bring in a report 
proposing complete overhauling of 
the state’s school laws. Representa- 
tive Knowlton is chairman of the 
house schools committee. Both are 
interested in getting some money 
into a state school cost equalization 
fund of $12,000,000 recommended by 
the school code commission. 

The Farm Bureau, which in 1942 
opposed repeal of the income tax 


and recommended that reductions, if 
used to

taxes, favored getting some of the 
remitted income tax into the pro- 
posed school cost equalization fund. 


The school code, about ready 
for submission to the legislature, 
recommends creation of a $12,- 
000,000 fund over a period of 10 
years, and then retaining it as 
a revolving fund on a permanent 
level at that figure. 


The commission also recommends 
a teachers’ annuity and pension sys- 
tem, a tenure law, and 
changes in the laws on certification 
of teachers to whole level 
of teachers’ qualifications to an ac- 
ceptable minimum.

Make Cultivator 
For Tractor 


Farmers Meet Machinery Scarcity Problem 
By Remodeling Horse-Draven Implements 


N ONE southern Iowa county, 

there are 25 all-purpose tractors 
not equipped with cultivators, ac- 
cording to the AAA chairman in the 
county. 

In some parts of Nebraska, the 
same condition exists, and probably 
every county of the corn belt has 
some tractors not equipped to culti- 
vate row crops. 

Not all of the farmers who want 
to buy cultivators this year will be 
able to get them. For those farmers 
there are possibilities in using the 
old two-row horse cultivators, by fit- 
ting them on the tractor. These old 
cultivators ean be found on almost 
every farm—at least in every neigh- 
borhood. 


These two-row horse cultiva- 
tors can be used with the tractor 
without two men to operate 
them. It is being done on many 
farms, and perhaps offers some 
help in meeting the scarcity of 
machinery and: manpower. 


Mounting the horse plow on the 

tractor is the usual way, but J. M. 
Foster, of Marshall county, Iowa, 
pulls the two-row cultivator behind 
the tractor, and the man sits on the 
cultivator seat and operates both 
machines with the help of an exten- 
sion steering gear and clutch con- 
trols. 
’ This is the simplest arrangement, 
and is probably satisfactory where 
the rows are long and there is plenty 
of room to turn. A warning would be 
in order as to positive controls of 
the tractor steering and clutch con- 
trol extensions. If they failed, these 
modern tractors, which almost turn 
around on a dollar, might crush both 
man and cultivator. 

Lynn Paine, of Polk county, Iowa, 
Says a “good blacksmith or welder 
and three farmers can make any 
horse cultivator fit any tractor.” He 
las a surface cultivator mounted on 
a tractor, using hardwood crossbars 
for supporting the gangs. 

A Ringgold county, Iowa, farmer, 
Lester Sickels, mounted an old cul- 
Uvator on his tractor with a_bor- 
towed forge and the parts from an 
Old press drill. He used the old frame 
and beams, and the cultivator is 
Pushed by the old seat supports ex- 
tending back to the rear axle of the 
tractor, 

Marvin Green, of Sioux county, 
lowa, reports three horse plows 
Mounied on tractors in his commu- 
tity, which work satisfactorily. And 


Howard McCleerey, of Monona coun- 
ty, Iowa, says his horse plow mount- 
ed on a tractor “works very. success- 
fully and was mounted at a small 
cost. 

What some men have done, others 
can do, but there are a few points 
to keep in mind in mounting a horse 
cultivator on a tractor. 


In the first place, you will 
have to use some_ ingenuity. 
There is no sure way to do the 
job, as there are so many mod- 
els and types of both tractors 
and cultivators. 


Two of the biggest problems will 
be making room for the tractor front 
wheel to turn, and making it possible 
te raise the inside beams without 
hitting the tractor crankcase. Both 
of these problems will require bend- 
ing and welding the iron bars, in all 
probability. 

Extra braces may be required in 
several places. The designer should 
not forget that the tractor will run 
at greater speeds and will place a 
greater strain on every part 

And remember, the shovels in the 
ground must be either pushed or 
pulled thru the soil. If the front 
frame of the cultivator is not very 
strong looking, it should be braced 
back to the tractor frame or the rear 
axle. 


More Fat, Less Milk, 
With Soybeans 


Dairy cattle will produce more but 
terfat but less milk when fed on a 
ration in which cracked soybeans 
provide the protein supplement, 

This is the conclusion reached in 
feeding trials at the lowa experiment 
Station at Ames. 

The trials also showed that cows 
on a soybean ration maintained their 
weight about as usual; that the soy- 
bean ration influenced milk flavor 
less than silage; that the color of 
the butterfat was lighter than that 
produced on ordinary rations, and 
that it took longer to churn butter 
from cows fed on the soybean ration 

Heavy feeding of soybeans did not 
throw the cows off feed, as has some- 
times been the case with feeding 
steers. The fact that the dairy cows 
gave off about as much fat in the 
milk as they took in with the soy- 
bean ration seems to explain their 
ability to stay on feed. Some of the 
cows ate as much as 8% pounds of 
beans daily.

Iowa 
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Farm Prices High 


The mid-month index of prices received 
by Iowa farmers stood at 188 per cent of 
the August, 1909, to July, 1914, base period 
on January 15, 1943, the highest level 
reached since September 15, 1920, Leslie 
M. Carl, director of the Iowa Cooperative 
Crop and Livestock Reporting Service, 
announced. The index was 9 and 38 
points, respectively, above a month and a 
year earlier. 

All products generally sold by Iowa 
farmers advanced from December 15, 1942, 
and, with the exception of soybeans and 
hay, prices were higher than a year earli- 
er. While lower relative to the base period 
than other commodities, grains showed 
the sharpest December-January rise in 
prices, the index advancing 14 points from 
138 on December 15 to 152 on January 15. 
At 201 per cent, the index of meat animal 
prices was at the highest January level 
on record, with the exception of January, 
1919. Dairy production, poultry and eggs 





advanced to new hi on the current 
price movement. Milk cow prices cur- 
rently average $115, which is $8 above 
December and $11 above the previous 
high of $104, established in July, 1919.

The sharp increase in grain prices more 


than counteracted higher product values 
and the feeding ratios for hogs, butterfat 
and eggs were lower than a month earlier, 
but still substantially higher than mid- 
January, 1942, and the five-year, 1937-41, 
January averages. On January 15, 1943, 


a hundredweight of hogs was equal in 
value to 17.2 bushels of corn; a pound of 
butterfat would buy 32.3 pounds of a 
standard dairy ration, and the value of a 
dozen eggs was equivalent to the cost of 
15.5 pounds of a balanced poultry ration. 





Farm Labor Puzzle 

Careful conservation and effective use 
of human effort and farm machinery can 
supply the answer to the farm labor 
problem. 

The farmers’ forum, on the final day 
of Farm and Home Week at Iowa State 
College, was agreed that the farm labor 
problem would take the planning and co- 
ordination of the entire industry. 

Part of the effective use of human ef- 
fort will include the employment of farm 
labor reserves. This will include using 
farm women and boys, retired farmers, 
as well as men, women and _ boys from 
towns and cities, It will also include the 
importation of labor from areas where 
there is a labor surplus. 

The speakers also suggested using the 
largest power and machine units possible. 
Labor-saving machines, used coopera- 
tively, will have to be worked longer hours 


than ever to overcome the shortage of 
labor,
